Lospon, May 25th, 1549. 

The ‘ Times’ publishes the account of the recent row at the Astor Place 
Opera House, as given by the New York papers, and states that Forrest 
was the cause of the attack on Macready. The ‘Times’ of yesterday says, 
‘We had hoped that the history of American ruffianism with reference to 
English actors wasatanend Mr. Forrest had indeed. published a notifi- 
cation subsequent to bis infamous ‘ Card,’ in which he accused Macready 
of deliberate falsehood, simply because that gentleman had overlooked a 
paragraph or two in one of the London weekly papers. The last accounts 
from New York show that the * Forrest’ spirit is raging with greater fury 
than ever.” After giving the account of the scene at the theatre, where 
Macready was pelted with rotten eggs, etc., the * Times’ remarks, that, 
‘every person in London who has witnessed the reception of any Ameri- 
cap actor, will be struck with the strong contrast to these abominations. 
On surveying the treatinent of other transatlantic actors in this country, 
we shall find the very reverse of incivility; Hackett and Hill were always 
respectiwlly heard, Miss Cushman was applauded to the echo on the very 
evening when Mr. Forrest failed as Macbeth. (This is a mistake—Forrest 
did not fail as Macbeth, but gained immense applause from a crowded 
house, for 1 was present at the Pricess’ Theatre when he sustained that 
character.) The * Times’ continues that ‘ Mrs. Mowatt received but a few 
weeks ago, from the manager of the theatre where she plays, a silver cup 
as a testimonial of her talents, and Mr. Davenport is well established as a 
favorite melodramatic actor. As far as Americans are concerned, the Eng- 
lish are perfectly free from nationality, in a Vicious sense of the word. If 
a consideration of these facts does not shame the rictoug partisans of Mr. 
Forrest—if they deem that a mere critical disapprooation of aa actor on 
ove side of the Atlautic justifies a retaliation in the shape of personal in- 
sult and violence on the other—they can only be considered as a mob of 
irrational beings, and an English actor must avoid them as he would a set 
of cannibals.’

England was again victo- 
rious, they scoring 165 and 132—Scotland, 84 and 52. In this game Parr 
scored 2-43, and Box 42-13. 

The same Eleven left Edinburgh on the 11th May, and on the same 
evening arrived at Bedale, a pretty village in Yorkshire, where they passed 
two days most egreeably, being liberally entertained by the gentlemen of 
that place. On the morning of the 12th they commenced a game against 
Twenty-two of Bedale and District, which lasted two days. Again was 
England victorious—they scoring 97 and 149 to Bedale’s 39 and 37—Eng- 
land having 170 runs toepare. The only two that made any stand against 
the bowling of Hillyer and Wisden, were Mr. W. V. Milbank and Robiu- 
son—the former scored 8 and the latter 9. 


From Bedale the Eleven of England preceeded to Rugby, and on Mon- 
day, May 14, commenced the match against the Twenty-two of that place, 
on a plot of ground delightfully situate on the summit of a hill command- 
ing extensive views.

Mr. Spirit.—Having this morning received the first number of your pa- 
per since my subscription, I seated myself comfortably in my chair,and with 
nervous hands tore off the envelope in eeger haste to obtain a glimpse of 
the adventures and experience of the numerous and talented correspon- 
dents of the ‘ Spirit.’ The first thing that met my eye was ‘ Alligator 
Hunting,’ ‘ah ! ba!’ says I, * hese ig a thing J understand something about 
myself.” ‘ Florida, too, ha !—decent spot, that, for the business, but not a 
priming to ‘ Agua Dulce,’ at Nuevitas Bay, or * Rio del Caymanes’ at 
* Pura Iba,’ but still ’tis some—but let us see the fun, ‘ What, two hounds, 
well that is new ; suppose they were to attract the alligators who have a 
sort of penchant for puppies, but an old alligator hunter scorns such mat- 
ter of fact deception. Why every alligator within 500 yards can be called 
to within 30, by simply inbaling your breath, and then forcing it through 
the nose, with a sort of a short grunt from the lungs, which imitates the 
sound made by an alligator on acourting excursion. The writer then with 
much astonishment informs us that in a bend of about a quarter of a mile, 
there have been seen 10 to 15 alligators.

dead a week. This will only occur when he has just filled his lunge, and 
killed so instantaneously that they have no power to expel the air, gat 
other times they will sin like a stone, and ‘ die without a sign.’ 

What’s that ? ‘ can’t shoet them.but in the eye?’ why, my dear boy, 
take your ‘ Wesson’ or any other decent shooting iron, and give her the 
fall quantum of ‘ calibre’ and a smooth slug and try to glance a ball from 
any part of an alligator ! I defy a man to do it to the beast dead or alive. A 
slug will pase through him at any part, bead, snout, or tail, but do not, my 
son, go nigh him when he isin a‘ flurry,’ fur I have seev a dug vut bro- 
ken like a pipe stem with a single ‘flirt ;’ in fact the tail is his only 
offensive weapon; he never uses his teeth but to mash up a fish or carry 
off a dog or a wild pig, after he has disabled it with his tail, or by blowing 
his musk out, which stupify them.

Another peculiarity is, he cannot swallow under water; you will see 
them poke their heads above the surface of the stream to get down even 
the smallest fish or any anything else, in fact bis lordship is not very par- 
ticular what it is. Every thing is ‘ legitimate’ thai he comes across. Even 
the eggs and young alligators while in the nest. It is a fact well known 
that the female watches her nest until the young ones are hatched and

the nights or cloudy weather, by that generated by the fermentation of the

[The following extract trom Mr. Coleman’s new book, will show our 
readers how the English noblemen live and entertain their guests. The 
author is speakiog ot Walbec Abbey, the residence of the Duke of Port. 
land j 

I tad supposed I had seen, several times before, the summit of luxu- 
rious and elegant living, but this I confess went beyond what I had met 
with, and the beauty of the whole was, that though there were so many 
parts, wheel within wheel, and one spring depending tor its tension and 
movements upon another, yet there was not the slightest jarring er creak- 
ing, and although, for aught I koow, there were one hundred servants 
about, and I do not believe there were many less, you would scarcely have 
supposed, from any noise by night or day, that there was one within a 
mnile. 

I asked, when I retired, what time do you breakfast ? 
plied, ‘ Just what time you please, from nine to twelve.’ I always came 
down at nine precisely, and found the Duchess at her breakfast. About 
half-past nine the Duke would come in, and the ladies one by one, svon af- 
ter. At breakfast, the side table would have on it, culd ham, cold chicken, 
cold pheasant or partridge, which you ask for, or to which, a8 is most comn- 
mon, you get up and help yourself. Outhe breakfast table were several 
kinds of the best bread possible, butter always tresh, made that merning, 
as [ nave found at all these houses; and if yeu ask for coffee, or chocolate, 
| it would be brought to you in a silver coffee-pot, and you helped yoursel! ; 
if for tea, you would have a silver urn to each guest, heated by alcohol, 
placed by you, a small teapot, and a caddie of black and green tea to make 
for yourself, or the servanttor you. The papers of the morning, from Lon 
don, (tor a country paper is rarely seen.) were then brought to you, aod 
your letters, ifany. At breakfast, the arrangements were made for the day,

and servants would be at the dvuor. 

At two o’clock is the lunch, which I was not at home to take, and very 
‘rarely do take. <A lunch in sucn houses, is, in fact, a dinner ; the table is 
set at half. past one, not quite so large as for dinner. Commonly, there is 
roast meat warm, birds, warm or cold, cold chicken, cold beet, cold ham, 
bread, butter, cheese, truit, beer, ale and wine, aod every one takes it as he 


he pleases ; dinner at seven, soinetimes at eight, when all are congregated 
in the drawing-room, five minutes before the hour, in tull dress. I bave 
already told you the course at dinner, Out in many houses there is always 
a bill of fare—in this case written, I had almost said eagraved, on the most 
elegant and embossed colored paper; always in French, and ‘passed round 
co the guests. Three days in succession, we had different kinds of excel-

After dinner, we had, every day, peaches, nectarines, grapes, and pine- 
apples in abundance. Toere were six of us at dinner, daily, and eleven 
servants, most of them to livery ; the livery bere, cousists of light yellow 
shorts and waistcoat, with white cotion or silk stockings, and pumps, a 
long blue coat trimmed witb stiver lace aud but ons, and silver epaulets on 
each shoulder, and white cravats ; those out of livery were in full suits of 
black, and if you meet the femele servants of the upper class, you must 
take care not to mistake them for the jadies of the house, as there 1s little 
to distinguish them in point of elegance ot dress. After dinner, in balf 
av bour, the ladies retire, and in another half hour the gentiemen meet 
them in the drawing-room. Then do what you please ; read, play, talk, 
look et the pictures and books, wait the retiring of others, or, at your plea- 
sure, you may find a candle in the passage, and goto your chamber, where 
you find a gvod fire, and everything requisite for your comtort and conven- 
lence, 10 perfect readiness and order. It you want a servant, there is one 
at your elbow ; if you require a laundress, your valet wil) take your clothes, 
and they will be returoed as soon as possible, in the best order, with the 
bill. 

It you leave your chamber twenty times a day, after using your basin, 
| you would fiod it clean, and the pitcher replenished on your return ; and 
| that you cannot take your clothes off, but they are taken away, brushed, 
| folded, pressed, and placed in your bureau, and at the dressing hour, be 
fore dinner, you find your candies lighted, your clothes laid out, your shoes 

cleaned, and everything arranged tor use. I never saw more atention. | 
| can hardly copceive of more pertect house keeping, for you scarcely ever 
see or hear anybody, unless you ring a bell, when a servant iostantiy ap- 
pears before you, as it from the wainscoting.

TROTTING AT PROVIDENCE, R. I. 
WASHINGTON COURSE 

Yesterday (June 5,) was as pleasant and beautiful a day for the great 
contest between the celebrated trotting horses, who were to contgnd for 
the purse, as was ever ushered in upon the sporting world. Every thing 
appertaining to pleasure was btountiful—the avenues leading to the track 
were devoid of the usual quantity of dust, and we noticed a number of 
new and splendid ‘ turn outs’ on the road, making the best of their way to 
the track ; nor need they regret it, for we thiok it one of the best and 
most exciting races that ever took place in New-England. The contest 
was for a purse of $300 ; mile heats ; best three in five under the saddle— 
for which four of tne best trotting horses on the turf were entered, namely 
—D. Bryant, entered G. M. Lady Suffolk of New York ; I. McArdle, en 
tered Br.G. Macot Albany; H. Woodruff, entered G. G. Grey Eagle of 
Boston ; E Wood, entered G. G. Trouble of Providence. 
The track was rather in good order than otherwise, owing to the fact that 
the shower the night previous had settled the dustto a great degree; still 
we did not think it quite up to time, yet great were the calculations formed 
by the friends of the respective nags for good epeed. Oa stripping the 
horses, Mac and Suffolk were the favorites—the others were not much no- 
ticed. Two to one was offered that Grey Eagle would get beat, and even 
bets that Trouble would not get aheat. The betting at an early hour was 
a hundred to seventy-five on Suffolk against the field, Mac not being known 
in this part of the sporting world ; but on warming up, Mack was the fa- 
Vorite at even against the field, which was taken pretty treely. Shortly 
after the appointed time, the horses being saddled and mounted, came up 
for the start, Suffolk on the inside, Grey Eagle next, Mac and Trouble in 
the rear. After five or six false attempts they got the word for 
The First Heat.—Suffolk leading, closely followed by Eagle and Mac ; 
as they reached the turn, Suffelk drew out a length ahead which she held 
tothe quarter poie, reaching that-point in 37 seconds. Down the back 
stretch, Mac challenged them both tor the heat, he passed Eagle and was 
almost a lap with Suffolk at the half mile pole which she reached io 1 mi- 
nute and 11 seconds. Around the lower term he gradually gained on her, 
and as they swung on the home stretch Mac broke but lost nothing how- 
ever in so doing—for in a moment he was by her side and here the strug- 
gle was most exciting. The appearance of Suffolk as she came up the 
straight eide was most beautiful; her immense stride, and low crouching, 
yet vigorous style of action, elicited the admiration of the beholder. Yet 
notwithstanding the exertions of Mr. Bryant, who was unsparing of whip 
and spur Mac outtooted her tothe score, winning the heat by about two 
lengths, in the unprecedented time of 2 minutes and 29 1-2 seconds. 
Trouble distanced. . 
_ Second Heat.—The three horses came up for this heat with Mac on the 
inside, but ere they got to the turn he broke. Eagle passed him and the 
Lady drew out a length in froot, reaching the quarter pole first in 38 se- 
conds. They kept this position down the back stretch until near the half 
mile pole, when Eagle broke and Mac passed him.. The time of this half 
was 1 minute, 15 seconde; from there around the lower turn, the excite- 
ment was most intense, and swung on the home stretch side and side ; from 
there to the score the cqntest was beautiful—Mac however winning the 
heat by about two lengths, in 2 min. and 32 sec. 
Third Heat.—Lady Suffolk came up for thie heat with Mr. Edwards on 
her back—he being eleven lbs. lighter than Mr. Brysnt, her previous ri- 
der ; but of no avail for Mac took the lead at the start and was not headed 
throughout the heat. In vain did Suffolk strive to cap him on the back 
stretch and coming home, but he wae not to be caught, for he won the 
heat without a break, and with apparent ease, in 2 minutes, and 31 se- 
conds.

FRACTUKED LIMBS OF HURSES AND CATTLE. 

Sir,—In your journal of the 19rh ult., there is a case of broken bone in 
a beast belonging to Mr. George Creed, of Boar Haunt Farm, Hampshire, 
taken from the ‘ Hampshire Telegraph,’ said to be an extraordinary case ; 
and certainly it way appear so to those not acquainted with the avima! 
physiology, but to those who have witnessed many such cases, it appears 
the most ex'raordinary that so many valuable cattle and horses should be 
consigned to death without any attempt being made tocure them when 
such an accident has occurred, The fact is, that frequently a cure could 
be pertturmed as svon, in many cases, a3 ina common strain. Fur the en- 
couragement of those of your readers, whose horses or cattle may have tie 
misfortune t> fracture their limbs, [ have sent you for insertion in your 
journal the tollowiog cases in a brief form :— 

Case 1, June 2, 1837.—Mrs. Barstow, Crab Tree Bank, near Sheffield, 
had a powertul draugnt horse, Which broke his thigh about six inches above 
the hock. All thot saw the horse were of opioiou that he must be de 
stroyed, bat on my arrival [ said No; and furtner said, rather tnea destroy 
him witbout a trial to cure, | would be 204, towards an attempt to cure. To 
this the owner ayreed. Tne thigh was therelore tempora tly se’, till he 
could be gotto my stable, when he was thea put into sliags and the thigh 
properly set, and in tea weeks and a day tre horse was taken from the 
slings, exercised tora week, then turned to grass for a month, and then 
graduaily resumed his usual work. Some idea may be forgued of the size 
aud streagth of this borse when [tell you that ta about six months after 
he was sold to Mr. J. Vail, of Norton Woo tsett:, who tnformed me that be 
some time after took trom Sheffield to Woodsetts two toos five cwt. of ma- 
pure, besides the wetznt of the cart, much of the roid detng up hill. 

Case 2—Mr. R Gillatt, Norton Lees, near Snefficld, had a cow ghat 
broke ber thigh by talltng om the pivement Lhree weeks before calving: i 
wasa Compound tracture. The cow was put onder a shed, but aot ted 


up. [then proceeded to set the bone, which was very much strattered, and 
ihe wounds large.
